of which has been the death of one of the par-
ticipants and the probable death of another.
The Golders and MeCue all live in one house,
on Westminster avenue, npear Fifty-fourth
street. Thomas is the father of six children:
Hugh and Peter are unmarried, Thomas, for
economy, eays he keope a cow, and pastures her
npon & lot in the hborbood, which he
rents for that purpose. McCaulley also keeps
acow, Two years ago Thomas rented the lot,
of which he is now lesgee, and held it for the
gearon, much Lo the disgust of McCanlley. Last
pearon, he being absent, McCaulley secared the
use of it, but this season Thomas applied for it
in ndvance of McCaunlley, and secured it. It
was ever this lot that the row origioated. All
hands becoming thoroughly intoxicated, true to
their Irieh nature, they began quarrelling, and
goon a miniature Donnybrook Fair was enacted.
Thomas, who stales that he had twelve or four-
teen whiskles, ean searcely remember any more
of tbe occurrence tban having received a
‘Y‘whack from a ehillalah,” In the hands of
M¢Caulley, over the head. The rest
know nothing further about the
fight than having participated therein. The
battle was kept up for the space of about half
an hour, at the end of which time MeCaulley
and McManus were carried into thelr resldences
near by in a dying condition. After the brawl
had ended the remainder of the party returned
to the house of SBmith, and repewlng their
caroueal, kept it up until midoight. They then
reterned to their homes. A physician having
been summoned to attend to the casea o
MeCanlley and McManus, he announced that
the patlent could not poesibly recover, where-
upon & warrant was lssued for the arrest of
Thomas and Hugh Golden and Peter MceCue,
and they were taken from their beds at 1 o'clock
A. M., and Jlocked up in the Bixteenth district
station-house.

McCaulley lingered in great agony until 11
o'clock this morning, when death ended his saf-
feringe. Besides being badly beaten about the
head, he had sustained internal injuries of a
fatal natore. McManus s Ifing very low, and
the chances are that before night he will furnish
a subject for the Coroner.
